‘Hit-lisf miss claims she 
had to leave posh school 


One crime each day 
at medical premises 


NEARLY 400 crimes were 
committed on medical 
premises in the county 
last year. 

Figures obtained from 
Northamptonshire Police 
show that the equivalent 
of at least one offence a 
day took place on premis¬ 
es usually associated with 
caring and healing, not 
criminal activity. 

Violent crime topped 
the bill, with 130 assaults 
and five incidents involv¬ 
ing a firearm or bladed 
weapon. 

There were seven sex 
attacks - six of which 
were on victims who were 
under 13 years of age - a 
shocking statistic given 
that people are often at 
their most vulnerable 
when they are seeking or 
receiving medical help. 

Stealing was another 
common problem, with 
124 thefts and 33 burgla¬ 
ries. 

And it was not only 


patients who were wreak¬ 
ing havoc in hospitals 
and doctors’ practices - 
four of the thefts were 
carried out by employees. 

The figures, released 
after a Freedom of 
Information request by 
the Herald & Post , include 
places where medical 
treatment is adminis¬ 
tered, but not pharmacies 
which count as shops. 

Police said they could 
not give specific figures 
for individual sites. 

A spokesman for 
Northampton General 
Hospital, one of the coun¬ 
ty’s biggest healthcare 
providers, said that all 
members of staff received 
some form of security 
training, depending on 
their role. 

He said: “There are 
three levels. As part of 
mandatory training, all 
staff have conflict resolu¬ 
tion training, which gives

MUSIC teacher Sarah 
Cameron claims she was 
forced to resign from a 
£10,000-a-year private school 
because the headteacher 
didn’t like her “facial expres¬ 
sions”. 

The 44-year-old says she quit 
her role at exclusive Quinton 
House School, Upton, after a 
number of issues with head 
Geraint Jones including him 
apparently telling a colleague 
he didn’t like her nose stud. 

Bedford Employment 

Tribunal heard claims that Ms 
Cameron’s name was added to 
a secret “hit-list” of teachers 
the former Ofsted inspector Mr 
Jones, 35, wanted out. 

But Oliver Hyam, represent¬ 
ing Ms Cameron, said the two 
men on the list were not target¬ 
ed in the same way. He added: 
“It is the claimant’s case that if 
she had been a man, then Mr 
Jones would have treated her 
less unfavourably than he in 
fact treated her. He said he saw 
the claimant as very tempera¬ 
mental and expressed dissatis¬ 
faction of her ‘attitude and 
facial expressions’.” 

Ms Cameron also claimed: 

■ Mr Jones deliberately made 
her life miserable by moving 
her classroom to a cricket 


pavilion away from the main 
campus leaving her “unsup¬ 
ported and isolated” 

■ Staff meetings were 
switched to a time when the 
headteacher knew she would 
not be able to make them 

■ Mr Jones created a “hos¬ 
tile” environment which left 
her “too intimidated” to even 
attend the school for exam 
results 

Ms Cameron, who lives in 
Abington, joined the school in 
1991. 

She said she was targeted 


immediately after Mr Jones was 
appointed in January 2009. 

She resigned the following 
year and has now taken 
Quinton House School to a 
tribunal claiming unfair 
dismissal and sexual discrimi¬ 
nation. 

In her diary, which was used 
as part of her evidence, Ms 
Cameron noted that she felt 
the school’s new owners’ 
expectations were “ridiculous”. 

Speaking at the tribunal Ms 
Cameron said: “I left because I 
felt Mr Jones did not want me 




in the school and made my life 
as uncomfortable as possible 
so I felt I would have to resign 
or he’d fire me.” 

Tim Sheppard, representing 
the respondent Cognita 
Schools Ltd, said in his final 
submissions that Ms Cameron 
was “in no way treated differ¬ 
ently to others.” 

He said the teacher had 
enjoyed a good relationship 
with Mr Jones adding: “This is 
a case which is very much 
constructed out of rumour and 
tittle-tattle.” 

Mr Jones, who has recently 
been promoted to principal of 
the school, denied having a 
“hit-list” and told the tribunal 
that his leadership style was 
“direct and target driven” but 
was not in any way “aggressive, 
bossy or involved shouting or 
bullying.” 

But under cross examination 
he told the hearing: “I was not 
sorry to receive her resigna¬ 
tion.” 

Cognita owns 54 schools 
across the UK, Europe and 
South-East Asia, employing 
3,500 teaching and support 
staff. Quinton House School, 
founded in 1966, is a co-educa- 
tional independent school for 
pupils aged 2-18. 

A written decision is expected 
to be sent out to the parties 
within the coming weeks.

Centre expansion 
plans due this year

FREE one hour car park¬ 
ing is costing Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council 
£380,000. 

It is part of the authori¬ 
ty’s bid to attract more 
people into the town cen¬ 
tre and it seems to be pay¬ 
ing dividends as since it 
was introduced in 
October it has been used 
by 45,000 drivers. 

The scheme allows 
shoppers to park in any of 
the borough council car 
parks free for one hour. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Cllr 
David Mackintosh is 
delighted with how the 
scheme is working. 

He said: “In December 
alone it brought nine per 
cent more people into the 
town centre which 
equates to 12,297 people 
which is an additional 
30,000 cars. 

“I think this clearly show 
the free parking is work¬ 
ing. 

“Anything which helps 
bring more people into 
the town is good and the 
one hour parking has 
helped.” 


PLANS for a £350 million 
expansion of the Grosvenor 
Centre are expected to be 
submitted by September. 

Legal & General, which own 
the shopping centre, has 
produced an internal report on 
what can be expected to 
change in the area if the plans 
get the go-ahead. 

Once the impact has been 
assessed and the final propos¬ 
als drawn up then a planning 
application will be submitted 
to Northampton Borough 
Council. It is proposed the 
expansion would include a 
department store, shops, 
restaurants, offices and a hotel. 

Simon Russian, head of retail 
development at Legal & 
General, said: “The idea is to 
provide much better shops for 
Northampton town centre. 

“The report puts a line 
around the area where we 
want to develop. We would like 
to have a new department 



store for the town. The key 
objective is to provide bigger 
retail land to allow businesses 
which want the room to 
expand.” 

He added: “When the bus 
station is demolished this will 
provide a substantial piece of 
land on which we want to cre¬ 
ate something different to 
what is on offer now.” 

The key to the expansion is 
the demolition of Greyfriars 
Bus Station which would allow 
the shopping centre to grow. 

A new bus interchange would 
be built on the present site of 
the Fishmarket. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, 
Northampton Borough 

Council's cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
planning said: “The extension 


of the Grosvenor Centre is a 
significant part of the ongoing 
regeneration of our town cen¬ 
tre and wider improvements 
we all want for Northampton. 

“The replacement of the bus 
station is the first physical step 
in this process.” 

■ The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Cllr David 
Mackintosh, admitted keeping 
Greyfriars bus station open is 
costing almost £500,000 per 
year and essential repair and 
improvement work would cost 
£30m. 

Plans for the town’s new 
£6.5m bus interchange are 
expected to be submitted next 
month. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “It costs 
us £500,000 a year which is a 
drain on resources and it acts 
as a block on increasing the 
Grosvenor Centre. 

“When you look at it the cost 
to taxpayers of refurbishing 
Greyfriars it does not make 
sense when we can build a 
brand new modern facility for 
a fraction of the cost.” 



Worried neighbours raise 
doubts over student flats 


NOISE, invasion of privacy 
and an increase in crime - 
that’s what angry neighbours 
say new student flats will 
dump on their doorstep. 

The University of 
Northampton plans to build 
six accommodation blocks on 
the site of St iohns surface car 
park in Northampton, near to 
the Royal & Derngate theatre. 

But scores of people living 
nearby fear the impact of 460 
students on the area. 

One complainant wrote on 
behalf of his elderly mother 
who lives in sheltered housing 
in Albion Court. 

He said: “My mother is in her 
nineties, has been a resident 
for 12 years and thoroughly 
enjoys living in that part of 
town. She is greatly troubled 
by the prospect of students 


living so close to her. There is 
absolutely no doubt that so 
many youngsters living 
together brings the prospect 
of anti-social behaviour to the 
front door of Albion Court.” 

Northampton Borough 
Council has also received peti¬ 
tions from residents at 
Bloomsbury House and 
Albion Court. 

A consultation meeting was 
held at Bloomsbury House in 
ianuary, but some complained 
that it was at 11am, when 
many working tenants were 
unable to attend. 

The original plans submitted 


in 2008 proposed a five-storey 
building, but updated designs 
show that the complex will be 
eight storeys high in places, 
leaving some residents fearing 
a loss of natural light. 

The university and support¬ 
ers of the plans have suggested 
that an addition of more than 
450 students to town centre 
night life will be a welcome 
boost to Northampton’s econ¬ 
omy, but the flats’ close prox¬ 
imity to bars and clubs was 
another worry for residents. 

Neil Rowley, planning direc¬ 
tor at Savills, which is repre¬ 
senting the university in its 


application, said in the plan¬ 
ning statement: “This is an 
exciting opportunity to rejuve¬ 
nate the St Iohns area as a cul¬ 
tural quarter by encouraging 
economic investment, an 
injection into the local econo¬ 
my and bringing the 
University of Northampton 
into the town centre.” 

Addressing residents’ con¬ 
cerns collected during consul¬ 
tation in December, he added: 
“The building and its student 
population will be effectively 
managed by the University of 
Northampton. There will be a 
24-hour staff presence in the 
building and on the site to 
minimise anti-social behav¬ 
iour.” 

The building will be 
discussed at a council meeting 
on April 30.

them verbal techniques to 
de-escalate any tensions. 

“Then there is ‘breakaway’ 
training given to people 
who work in areas consid¬ 
ered to be at some risk. 

“Once a patient or visitor 
has made an attempt to 
grab a member of staff, for 
example, it’s about learning 


how to get out of that situa¬ 
tion.” 

He added that the hospital 
has dedicated security staff 
who patrol the site and that 
they received the fullest 
training in dealing with 
potentially dangerous inci¬ 
dents. 

“The training for our secu¬ 
rity staff and portering staff 


is much more in depth, 
involving things like 
defence against knives and 
other weapons.” 

In November last year, 
NHS Protect released 
figures showing an increase 
in attacks on workers at the 
hospital. 

In many cases, the inci¬ 
dents were said to have been 


caused by patients who 
were not aware of the seri¬ 
ousness of their actions due 
to mental health problems, 
other illnesses or the med¬ 
ication they were receiving.

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Teen to face court charged with pals’ murder 


A TEENAGER accused of 
murdering James Kouzaris in 
Florida will go on trial next 
week. 

Shawn Tyson, 16, appeared in 
court on Monday in a hearing 
that confirmed which key 
witnesses would give evidence 
in the high-profile case.

Man wanted for 18 
years was.. .home

A WANTED man who remained 
‘at large’ for 18 years was final¬ 
ly caught by police last week - 
at his home in Northampton. 

Thomas Moran, 51, was due to 
appear at a Northampton 
Crown Court hearing in 1994 
accused of drugs offences. 
When he failed to turn up an 
arrest warrant was issued. 

But it was only carried out last 
week - nearly two decades later. 

Moran had been charged with 
five counts of possessing and 
supplying cannabis and 
Michael Waterfield, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the defendant had 
been given bail by magistrates 
in June 1994. 

He said: “He was then living at 
a probation hostel in Milton 
Keynes. When he didn’t appear 
at crown court on August 8 a 


bench warrant was issued by 
Judge Crane.” 

Mr Waterfield revealed that 
Moran even managed to make 
trips back and forth to his native 
Ireland during the 18 years. 

The father-of-three, whose 
children all live in 
Northampton, was finally 
brought into custody on March 
1. 

Police arrested him at his 
home in Southampton Road, 
Far Cotton, Northampton, at 
11.50pm and he appeared in the 
town’s crown court the next day. 

Mr Waterfield added: “The 
police tell me that they did not 
know there was a warrant until 
the court informed them of that 
quite recently.” 

Moran now faces the addition¬ 
al charge of failing to surrender 
to bail. Stephen Evans, defend¬ 
ing, called for the original court 
papers to be retrieved and said: 


“It seems he was living in 
Northampton for most of that 
time.” 

He added that Moran’s current 
home was the latest of three 
addresses in Northampton 
where he had lived. 

The defendant returned to the 
town to work last year after 
some time in Ireland. 

Judge Rupert Mayo placed the 
defendant under an electroni¬ 
cally monitored curfew between 
8pm and 8am and granted bail 
with a condition of residence. 

He said: “I’m going to grant 
you bail but with conditions, 
because on the face of it you 
have absconded from the court 
for quite a long period of time 
and it’s important we know 
where you are.” 

The case was adjourned and 
Moran is expected to plea to the 
six charges in a hearing later this 
month. 


Armed cops 
arrest three 
in scrapyard 
‘gun scare’ 

THREE men were 
hunted down and 
arrested by police on 
Tuesday after a 
scrapyard gun scare. 

Armed officers 
tracked the suspect¬ 
ed offenders to 
Fullingdale Road, 
Northampton, where 
they were surround¬ 
ed and taken into 
custody on suspicion 
of firearms offences. 

The urgent search 
began when a mem¬ 
ber of the public 
phoned police to say 
they had seen some¬ 
one with a handgun 
at a yard in Moulton. 

Police immediately 
mobilised officers 
and launched the 
Force helicopter to 
find a white transit 
van, reportedly seen 
leaving the premis¬ 
es. 

Once the vehicle 
was pinpointed, it 
was followed by 
police and the three 
suspects were finally 
arrested on the resi¬ 
dential street at 
about 4pm. 

Northamptonshire 
Police confirmed 
that one of the men 
was charged later 
that day and will 
appear in court this 
month. 

A spokesman said: 
“A 22-year-old man 
was later charged 
with a public order 
offence and is due to 
appear before court 
in Northampton on 
March 22. 

“Two other men - 
aged 28 and 20, both 
from Northampton - 
have been released 
without charge.”

All neutering procedures require a 
days' stay at the Vets, your pet is 
admitted in the morning and 
discharged the same day. They may 
need a buster collar for a few days to 
stop them damaging the wound site 
and to return to the Vets for post¬ 
operative checks/for stitches to be 
removed, but recovery usually takes 
just a few days to a week.

A TOP copper has called time on 
alcohol-related crime as it is 
draining police resources. 

Chief Inspector Helen Pritchett, 
who heads up community safety for 
the Force, said it costs £1.5 million a 
year for officers to patrol town 
centre streets during weekends. 

She said: “We have to invest a 
vast amount of policing resources 
into dealing with alcohol-related 
crime and disorder in our town 
centres, a huge investment at a 
time when the money available to 
police forces is being cut. 

“I have to question whether this 
is the best use of our resources 
and we are certainly working hard 
to reduce this problem and make 


our town centres safer and more 
pleasant places to visit. 

“We won’t get rid of the problem 
overnight but we can certainly 
reduce it and this would save the 
police and taxpayers money and 
it would add considerable value 
to the meaning of society and 
community.” 

Cl Pritchett also wants to crack 
down on 'pre-loading’ - where 
people drink alcohol at home and 
are intoxicated before they go into 
town at night. 

She added: “By and large it is 
those who have pre-loaded alco¬ 
hol and are drunk by the time 
they get into town that cause us 
the problems with violence, dis¬ 
order and anti-social behaviour.” 

She said police would use all in 
their power, such as penalty 


notices, to tackle the problem. 
Northampton Pubwatch chair¬ 
man, Neil Bartholomey, said: “I 
am in favour of the police taking 
tougher action. What is needed is 
a tough crackdown on a minority 
of people. 

“We need to let them know they 
cannot come to Northampton to 
cause trouble and get drunk. I feel 
the actual premises and door staff 
work effectively together. 

“The problem is we have too few 
police officers and if we don’t 
increase them then we will always 
have the problems we have got. 

“The problem is in the streets 
and not in the pubs. 

“If someone walks down Bridge 
Street and is slightly intoxicated 
they will not get into any of the 
licenced premises.” 


County’s first lady cop dies 

THE county’s first ever 
policewoman has died 
aged 89. Stella Solomon 
signed up to 

Northamptonshire Police 
in 1946 at a time when 
forces across the country 
were dominated by men. 

But the Second World 
War opened up many jobs 
previously closed to 
women and Stella worked 
in the Women’s Auxiliary 
Police Service during the 
conflict. 

Originally from 
Daventry, the pioneering 
police officer spent all her 
working life in 
Wellingborough. 

She later relinquished 
her role as a police officer 
to become a civilian 
secretarial member but 
continued to work at 
Wellingborough police 
station, retiring in 1982. 


School suspends head 

A HEADTEACHER has been temporarily 
suspended amid claims relating to child care 
at a school he worked at in the 1980s. 

Governors at independent Spratton Hall 
School in Smith Street, Spratton, made the 
decision to remove Stephen Player for the 
time being after more than 50 former students 
at a Suffolk special school made allegations 
against staff. 

A statement issued to the Herald & Post 
by Spratton Hall said: “The headmaster was 
a member of staff at a school in Suffolk in the 
1980s, which has become the subject of 
investigations into historic allegations made 
against many staff of the school by former 
pupils. Under the requirements of relevant 
authorities the headmaster has been 
temporarily suspended. He continues to have 
the fullest support of the governors.” 

Mr Player was employed at Oakwood Boys 
School in Stowmarket - which was closed in 
2000 - in the 1980s. The allegations have 
nothing to do with his employment at Spratton 
Hall. The claims date back to the 1970s. 

The ex-students last year launched a Elm 
compensation claim for severe psychiatric 
and emotional damage.

Arty pair go on the 
your favourite hits 


VINYL records have become a thing of the past 
thanks to the rise of CDs, music downloads and MP3 
players. But now two artists are giving old LPs a 
whole new lease of life. LAUREN DAVIS talked to one 
of the men making new tricks from old tracks. 


REMEMBER the first record you 
ever bought? 

The chances are you’ve thrown 
it away or it’s in a box somewhere 
getting dusty. 

But fear not. Two artists are on a 
mission to save the nation’s vinyl. 

Simon Yexley and Alex Wall, 
otherwise known as Vinyl 
Dysmorphia, take old LPs and 
transform them into works of art. 

It all began with a chance meet¬ 
ing at a gig in Northampton three 
years ago. 

The pair, both 38, had been at 
school together in Milton Keynes 
and had even studied in the same 
sixth-form art class, but lost 
touch afterwards. 

Simon, of Cecil Road, 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, said: 
“I have always painted, but I have 
a boring office job normally. Alex 
drives a van but he’s always been 
into his art too. 

“The first time, we made stuff 
out of records we found at the 
local tip. They were just going 
mouldy and getting scratched.” 

For a while it remained an 
unusual hobby for the friends and 
they gave the pieces away as gifts 
to people they knew 

But when they first tried to take 
their work to the next level they 
struggled to be accepted as 
artists. Simon said: “People at 


some local art galleries basically 
told us to get lost. We were too 
contemporary. 

“But then I got a place at an 
exhibition at the Fishmarket and I 
sold a piece within the first 48 
hours. Now it’s all happening at 
once.” 

In the process of experimenting 
with different methods, Simon 
says he has used every imagina¬ 
ble way of melting the vinyl and 
moulding it into something else. 

“If it produces heat, we’ve 
probably used it - ovens, lighters, 
candles, blow torches. 

“It’s very experimental and it 
doesn’t always go to plan.” 

The heat not only re-shapes the 
record but helps to join it to other 
materials, and Simon has added 
everything from wood to 
fossilised shark teeth. 

The artist admitted that the 
masks, busts and sculptures that 
Vinyl Dysmorphia produce aren’t 
everyone’s cup of tea. He said: 
“You get people having a go about 


burning records, saying it’s sacri¬ 
lege, and I’ve had some record 
collectors saying ‘I’m not sure you 
should be doing that’. But often 
they realise that it’s actually quite 
amazing. 

“They make a good conversa¬ 
tion piece.” 

As the idea has expanded, 
Simon and Alex have started to 
receive specific requests from 
people who want to turn a 
favourite LP in to something 
memorable. 

“Some people want a song they 
particularly love turned into 
something, like the song they 
danced to at their wedding. 

“We’re getting people talking 
about it and that’s good because it 
keeps you creative. Hopefully 
there’s more of that on the way.” 

The inventive pair have recently 
tried using old comics to make 
new pieces and Simon says he 
would love to attempt a suit of 
armour, adding: “You don’t want 
to keep making things the same -

that would be really boring. 
You’ve got to keep things interest¬ 
ing.” 

The national shift of focus onto 
recycling in recent years has 
helped with the popularity of 
Vinyl Dysmorphia’s work. 

Simon said: “Sometimes it’s not 
about being the best artist. It’s 
about having an idea that fits in. 

“We have got recycling in our 
faces all the time and people 
think ‘maybe we should do some¬ 
thing like that’. It saves it being 
buried in a landfill. 

“A lot of records get thrown 
away by people, or they end up in 
garages. We’re trying to preserve a 
bit of history and give people a 
reminder of when they were 
younger.” 

But even Simon’s two children, 
who are too young to remember 
LPs at seven and four years old, 
have contributed to his vinyl 
creations. 

The proud dad said: “They are 
both quite arty and I do encour¬ 
age them to get involved. They’re 
always saying ‘have you 
thought of this, dad?’ and 
they do give good ideas 
sometimes. 

“It drives my family round 
the bend. My wife knew I 
was into art - I’ve painted a 
few pictures to go on the 
wall around the house - but I 
think she’s pleased now I’m 
doing something with it.” 

He would “absolutely love” to 
make it a full-time job, adding: 

“I think this is just the begin¬ 
ning.”

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‘Odious’ gang’s 
tester is jailed

THE “human tester” for 
a gang responsible for a 
major drug-dealing oper¬ 
ation has been jailed. 

James Byrne was handed 
four years on Friday for his 
involvement in the 
scheme which came to a 
head last May when police 
raided a lock-up discover¬ 
ing 1.4 kilograms of 
cocaine and 1.23kgs of 
heroin. 

Prosecutor Amjad Malik 
QC said that Byrne of 
London Road, Northamp¬ 
ton had two roles in the 
operation - one was being 
the “human tester of the 
drugs being bought” and 
the second was transport¬ 
ing the heroin in his car. 

During the hearing at 
Luton Crown Court, Mr 
Malik added: “His pay¬ 
ment for this role was 
heroin.” 


The court was told that 
police had been monitor¬ 
ing the operation which 
involved buying the drugs 
in Bradford and bringing 
them to Bedford, prepar¬ 
ing it for street sized deals. 

Byrne, 39, pleaded guilty 
to two charges of conspir¬ 
acy to supply heroin and 
cocaine along with three 
others from Bedford. 

Defending him, Alesdair 
King said: “He knew this 
was a commercial enter¬ 
prise but exactly how large 
it was he was not privy to. 
He was being exploited to 
take the risk for very little 
reward.” 

Judge Barbara Mensah 
said she accepted he was 
being used and was 
viewed ‘disparagingly’ by 
the others. 

Domenico Masciopinto, 
31, from Bedford, 
described as the boss of 
the operation, was jailed 
for 14 years after being 


convicted by a jury last 
month of two charges of 
conspiracy to supply Class 
A drugs. 

Jailing the men, she 
added: “Dealing in heroin 
and cocaine is odious and 
pernicious. You all played 
a part in putting substan¬ 
tial quantities of those 
drugs on the market, caus¬ 
ing suffering to others. 
This was a sophisticated 
operation and every cog in 
the wheel was important.” 

Also before the court 
were Christopher Kostarz, 
35 and Rosaria Kosijer, 34, 
both from Bedford. They 
pleaded guilty to allowing 
their premises to be used 
for the supply of drugs. 

They were both given a 
12 month prison sentence 
suspended for 18 months 
with 200 hours unpaid 
work. Confiscation pro¬ 
ceedings against the five 
main defendants will be 
heard in September.

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Hospital to cut 
another £ 18 m

NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital is facing cutting 
a further £18 million 
from its budget. 

In the current financial 
year it expects to save 
£18m but it must do the 
same again in the next 
financial period from April. 

At the beginning of last 
year, Northampton 

General Hospital (NGH) 
embarked on a ‘transfor¬ 
mation’ programme to 
reduce costs and improve 
efficiency, while continu¬ 
ing to achieve quality and 
safety targets and also 
improve the experience of 
patients. 


A spokesman for NGH 
said: “The NHS is commit¬ 
ted to making £20bn effi¬ 
ciency savings by 2014-15. 
For most organisations this 
equates to a year-on-year 
efficiency saving of at least 
five per cent for each year. 

“The level of savings 
needed by NGH in 2011- 
12 was set at £18m and the 
hospital is on track to 
achieve this figure by the 
end of the financial year. 

“It is anticipated a simi¬ 
lar level of savings will be 
necessary in 2012-13. 

“This year’s savings have 
been achieved by a wide 
range of measures across 
the whole organisation 
including reduced bank 
and agency staffing, 


improved procurement 
methods, a more efficient 
allocation of beds to spe¬ 
cialties, improved theatre 
utilisation, ‘back office’ 
efficiency projects, and 
a management reorgani¬ 
sation.” 

Last night, The 
Northampton Trade 
Union Council and the 
Northampton Alliance to 
Defend Services held a 
candlelit vigil outside the 
A&E entrance at NGH. 

Union president Ron 
Mendel said: “It is linked 
to a national day of 
protest against the Health 
and Social Care Bill, but in 
Northampton we wanted 
to do something more 
local.”

Stroke service 
to close doors

THE Stroke Association is 
preparing to close its 
doors at the end of month. 

The UK charity is facing 
shut down in the county as 
Northamptonshire County 
Council has pulled the 
plug on its three year fund¬ 
ing of £116,000 per annum. 

This will result in the 
closure of five stroke 
groups - three specialised 
communication groups in 
Daventry, Kettering and 
Wellingborough and two 
social support organisa¬ 
tions in Northampton. 

Simon Cook, head of 
operations for The Stroke 


Association East Midlands, 
said the charity was in 
talks with alternative 
funders, but it is 
concerned local stroke 
survivors will be left with 
nowhere to turn. 

He said: “Our stroke serv¬ 
ices greatly improve inde¬ 
pendence, communica¬ 
tion skills and quality of 
life, and save the NHS and 
council money in the 
long-term, for example, by 
reducing hospital read¬ 
missions. 

“There is a huge demand 
for this service as there are 
11,000 adult stroke 
survivors in the county. 

“Every year there are 
1,400 people in the county 


who have a stroke.” A 
spokesman for the council 
said: “The Department of 
Health allocated £116k 
funding each year over 
three years to 
Northamptonshire 
County Council for the 
provision of stroke servic¬ 
es. 

“Unfortunately, this 
funding has now ceased 
and as a result the council 
is no longer able to fund 
the stroke-specific servic¬ 
es currently provided by 
the Stroke Association 
beyond March 31.” 

From next month people 
will be redirected to the 
Northamptonshire Centre 
for Independent Living.

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Cheat has repaid 
£ 60 k in benefits

A BENEFITS cheat was 
forced to pay back more 
than £60,000 after he 
fraudulently claimed 
income support and 
council tax relief for 
nearly six years. 

It was revealed that Ian 
Evans, of Monks Park 
Road, Abington, North¬ 
ampton, had continued to 
rely on the state despite 
inheriting almost £120,000 
from his mother-in-law. 

The 54-year-old fraud¬ 
ster and his wife gained 
£118,000 from the sale of 
her mother’s house in 2005 
and a further £38,000 was 
given to Mr Evans for the 
care of his own mother. 

Joan Gandolfini, prose¬ 
cuting, said there was a 
limit of £16,000 that some¬ 
one could hold and still 
receive benefits. When he 
was interviewed in May 


last year the defendant 
accepted that he had 
savings, but he did not feel 
that they were his because 
they were in a joint 
account he held with his 
wife. 

Mr Evans then began to 
pay back the welfare pay¬ 
ments he had illegally 
claimed - a sum totalling 
£63,118.20. In mitigation 
Lisa Collins stressed that 
the defendant’s initial 
benefits claim in 2001 was 
a legitimate one. 

She said: “It was clearly 
not the case that Mr and 
Mrs Evans lived a lavish 
lifestyle. He was using the 
income support as he had 
done for the first four 
years - to live. The money 
has remained untouched. 

“He still has the £38,000 
for the care of his mother. 
The other money has been 
used to pay back the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions.” Northampton 


Crown Court heard that 
Mr Evans had suffered 
from depression and 
alcohol problems but was 
now employed. 

Judge Richard Bray said: 
“For five years he has been 
living off the state. As soon 
as he cannot live off the 
state he finds himself a 
job.” 

He added: “I bear in 
mind that this was not 
fraud from the start and 
unlike most of those who 
defraud the Benefits Office 
you have paid back every 
penny.” 

Evans was convicted at 
Northampton Magistr¬ 
ates’ Court on February 3 
after he pleaded guilty to 
failing to notify authorities 
of the change in his 
circumstances. 

The judge sentenced him 
to 50 weeks in prison, sus¬ 
pended for two years, 100 
hours unpaid work and 
£85 in costs.

New centre has a 
premier attraction

TWO top flight football clubs 
could be among the first heading 
to a new £9 million state-of-the- 
art sports therapy and injury 
rehabilitation centre at a county 
college. 

Premier League side Fulham 
and Championship outfit West 
Ham United want to use the 
facilities at Moulton College to 
help players who are injured 
recover quicker and faster. 

Northampton Saints will be the 
first team in the country to start 
using the cryotherapy chamber 
which allows improved recovery 
from muscle injury at tempera¬ 
tures of -140c. 

The college’s new Chris Moody 
Centre was officially opened by 
former Northampton Saints play¬ 
er and England 2003 World Cup 
winner Ben Cohen, last Thursday. 

It will be used to teach students 
to become physiotherapists as 
well as somewhere clinicians can 
treat their patients privately. 

Former winger Cohen, who is a 
local lad having lived in Moulton 
and Kingsthorpe in 

Northampton, said: “The facility 
offers professional accommoda¬ 
tion and a rehabilitation centre 
under the same roof. 

“It is the only one of its kind in 



the county and is a world class 
facility. 

“It is exciting for the people who 
are coming here to learn about 
being a physiotherapist or learn¬ 
ing about rehabilitation. 

“It is also ready to be used by the 
high end top professionals in the 
game. 

“This will become somewhere 
people will be queuing up to use.” 

He added: “It is a great honour 
to have been asked to do this. 

“It will be great for those who 
use it in the future.” 

Centre manager, Sheena Easton, 
said: “Northampton Saints will be 
the first to use the cryotherapy 
chamber. 

“Fulham Football Club and West 
Ham United have both shown an 
interest in using it on a residential 



basis to treat their long term and 
injured players.” 

One of the invited guests at the 
opening was county councillor, 
Cllr Dennis Meredith, who said: “I 
am very impressed with the facili¬ 
ties and would urge everyone to 
have a look around to see what is 
on offer.”

I looked up and 
saw him getting ticked off by

Aidy hails his battlers 
after Bristol rearguard

“NEVER in doubt, was it?” If only every¬ 
one else could remain as calm and com¬ 
posed to crack jokes as Northampton 
Town boss Aidy Boothroyd after his 
side’s nail-biting 3-2 win at home to 
Bristol Rovers on Tuesday evening. 

Given the Cobblers’ track record of 
surrendering winning positions so far 
this season, there would have been more 
than a few at Sixfields midweek that felt 
a deep dark sense of foreboding when 
Lee Brown slotted home a penalty five 
minutes from time. 

But in the face of relentless pressure, 
Northampton clung on to avoid another 
collapse and collect a much-needed 
three points. Boothroyd may not have 
been particularly pleased with the over¬ 
all performance, yet the win was a very 
welcome one. 

“I said to the players that courage, 
bravery and trust are words that are very 
important in professional football and in 
any sports team,” he said. 

“You’ve got to have courage to put your 
foot on the ball when you’re in the brown 
stuff, you’ve got to be brave enough to 
make decisions and you’ve got to stick to 
the game plan. 

“Then when the crowd and the bench 
understandably get nervous in the chaos 
you’ve got to be calm, and we weren’t. 

“I didn’t think we played very well to be 
perfectly honest, but we scored three 
really good goals. 

“It was like watching a schoolboy game 
where the kids get excited in front of goal 
and they try to beat everybody and score 
themselves. You think, ‘just pass it across

to someone else’, and I think four players 
are guilty of trying to score a goal and win 
the match on their own, and you can’t do 
that.” 

How different it seemed after two min¬ 
utes when Ben Harding found Adebayo 
Akinfenwa, who slotted home from 12 
yards out to give his side the lead. Town’s 
top scorer was on target again eight min¬ 
utes later, this time after Michael Jacobs 
had mugged off several members of the 
defence with some sublime footwork. 

Kelvin Langmead’s header on 20 min¬ 
utes put the hosts three goals in front, but 
Bristol were starting to press and were 
duly rewarded for their efforts in the 66th 
minute when Craig Stanley poked home 
Brown’s cross at the far post. 

Mark McGhee’s side sensed blood and 
continued to press, peppering the 


Northampton box with shots and 
crosses. The pressure eventually told 
when goalkeeper Matt Duke clumsily 
brought down Rovers substitute Chris 
Zebroski to concede a penalty. 

Brown stepped up and scored from the 
spot, setting up a nerve-jangling last five 
minutes plus four minutes of added time. 
But the home side’s manful defence en¬ 
sured they claimed all three points and 
climbed off the bottom of League Two. 

They still remain in the bottom two, but 
are now just one point behind Hereford 
United and Plymouth Argyle. Now atten¬ 
tion switches to Saturday’s visit of Aider- 
shot Town and the trip to bottom side 
Dagenham & Redbridge on Tuesday. 

Boothroyd said: “There were some indi¬ 
vidual performances that weren’t up to 
scratch, but when you play poorly and 
win you can accept it. 

“Our lads that came on, I’m trying to get 
them game time but I can tell you from 
experience that it’s a lot easier when your 
up the top and 3-0 up than it is when 
you’re down the bottom and fighting for 
your lives. 

“You want the game to end, the flood¬ 
lights to fail, get your points and move on 
to the next one. We’ve got a few days to 
recover and then we’re at it again. 

“It was difficult for them to come on at 
the pace that it was, and Bristol Rovers 
under Mark McGhee are a team that are 
trying to play in a certain manner, and in 
the first half we stopped them and put 
pressure on them. 

“In the second half we just sat back and 
didn’t do what we said we were going to 
do. Confidence is a very fragile thing and 
it takes men to stand up and get through 
it, and that’s what we have done.”

JIM Mallinder put Charlie Hodgson’s 
kicking performance on Sunday down to 
being used to the rain in his hometown of 
Halifax, but, joking aside, his flawless 
showing with the boot ensured 
Northampton Saints failed to close the 
gap on the top two. 

Hodgson, who played under Mallinder 
at Sale Sharks, landed six out of six penal¬ 
ties to kick Saracens to an 18-12 victory 
at Vicarage Road - a venue that certainly 
lived up to its derisive ‘Chateau Grim’ nick¬ 
name on a wet and windswept evening. 

It needed a late penalty from replace¬ 
ment fly-half Ryan Lamb to ensure that the 
Saints at least earned a losing bonus point, 
although they dropped to fourth in the 
Aviva Premiership standings following Le¬ 
icester Tigers’ annihilation of Gloucester. 

“The conditions were difficult there and 
that’s all credit to Charlie Hodgson,” said 
Northampton director of rugby Mallinder 
of his fellow Halifax native. 

“As soon as we woke up and saw it pelt¬ 
ing down we knew it was going to be one 
of those games. 

“It was tight, Charlie Hodgson kicked ev¬ 
erything, Stephen Myler wasn’t quite as ac¬ 
curate and we’re disappointed to lose the 
game. I guess we’ll take the one point. 

“Forwards-wise it was interesting - I 
thought we got a bit of dominance early 
on. They came back into it really well at the 


start of the second half and created a bit of 
a lead. 

“But I was pleased with the way they 
reacted. In the past we have thrown games 
away completely, but we kept our disci¬ 
pline and it was pleasing to see Ryan Lamb 
slot that last minute penalty” 

It was hardly a day for champagne rugby, 
with both sides having to field plenty of 
testing kicks and both packs having to 
work overtime in both attack and defence, 
with the maul being the preferred method 
of trying to drive the ball upheld while in 
hand. 

Among all of this, it came down to which 
side could hold their discipline and which 
kicker held their nerve, and it was Hodg¬ 
son - released from England’s Six Nations 
squad to play-who out-duelled Saints fly- 
half Myler. 

The gap between Northampton and a 
top two spot that would guarantee a home 
semi-final come play-off time is now seven 
points, but at least they had the positive of 
Tom Wood returning to action as a re¬ 
placement. 

The hanker had been sidelined in recent 
weeks with a foot injury that had also kept 
him out of England’s opening three Six Na¬ 
tions game, and Mallinder said: “It’s just 
really pleasing to see Tom Wood back out 
there in a Northampton shirt. 

“I think we’ve just got to be careful with 
him because he has had a few weeks out 
now. 

“We’ve got to see what his reaction is to 


playing, but I think he will be delighted 
that he is back there playing.” 

The Premiership takes a break for two 
weeks with this season’s first piece of sil¬ 
verware set to be decided, and Northamp¬ 
ton are one of four sides still in the running 
to lift the LV= Cup - something they 
achieved two years ago. 

Welsh side the Scarlets stand in the way 
of a final against either Bath or East Mid¬ 
lands rivals Leicester on March 18, and 
they visit Franklin’s Gardens this Sunday 
having recorded victory there in the pool 
stages of the Heineken Cup earlier in the 
season. 

But Mallinder is satisfied with how his 
side stand heading into the game and be¬ 
lieves that their league form despite the 
absentees on international duty is reason 
enough for them to be optimistic.
